The Old Teftament gives the Title 
of l'rieft and Pro, het tothe Meffiah, but in a more eminent 
Manner the Title of Kingt And agreat Obferver tellsus, That 
for once calling Meffiah, aPrieft after the Order of Melchifedek, and 
once or brice @ Prophet they fifty times give bim the Title of King 5 
and that there might be fome proportion between the condition of the King- 
dom, and the Diynity of bim who was to rule it ; the Prophets reprefent 
this Kingdom as maruelloufly great, and fovereignly magnificent, fetting 
Mefiab as far above all other Potentatesy as they are above their Sub- 
jects, 
And not to take notice of the particular and humourfome Ex- 


tavagancies of the Rabbins, and the fanciful Opinions ana 
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Glolles with which they have abufed and corrupted all things, 


ro toe Kingdom of Chrift, it may fuffice to remark, 
ey expected a M-ffiah, who fhould be an illuftrious Con- 
torce of Arms fubdue all the Nations of the 
rch. and render their own Profperity the Lnvy of the World; 
And that which chiefly cherifit them in this Exorbitant Imagi- 
jation. was their Natural Inclination co Earthly and Sentible 
leffions, of which they were fo ftrangely cnamour’d, that 
they could not taftc, nor relifh any thing elle. 
And therefore when they faw a Man calling himfelt the Mef 
Gah. who in all outward appearance was mean and contempt 
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ble, and that he appeared at the Head of no more formidable an 
Army than twelve poor Fifhermen, they were fo offended there? 


at, that they could by no means bring themfelves tobelieve that 
he wasthe Mefhias. And notwithftanding the Authority of his 
Preaching, the wonderfulne!s of his Wifdom, and the Splendor 


of his Miracles, did aftonifh, and move themto pay him Vene- 

ation, yer all cheir good Opinion of him funk and fell to the 
ground, when they faw he came not up to the greatnels which 
they expeted. They knew his Birth was defpicable, his Pa- 
rentage mean, his Education ina Carpenter's Houfe, his Com- 
panions ordinary, and his manner of Liferetired. All which, 
and the like things, were fo contrary to the Opinion they had 
imbibed of Chrift, and totheir hopes of the Power wherewith 
they expected him to come, that they concluded this could neg 
be he: and fo reje&ted him. 

And though there were fome few, that notwithftanding ‘his 
Meannefs, became his Profelytcs, yet they did aot quit their O: 
pinion of his Temporal Kingdom. Nay, his Ditciples chem 
telves were fofully perfwaded of it, that they contefted which 
of them fhould be greatefttherein. Men in their Wits feldom 
fall out about what they believe neither is, nor ever fhall be. 
Neither did he of a fudden convince themto the contrary 5 fat 
it was fo hard a faving, that he was forced to inculcate it by dee 
grees, they not being able to bear a Notion altogether fo fub: 
lime and fpiritual. But the nearer Chrift drew to his Patho, 
the clearer Declarations he gave of his Kingdom 5 bur yerehey 
werenotable toapprehend it truly, nor euefs rightly eitherat 
che time or manner of his Reign, bath feeming to be purpolely 
referv'd tor the ftupendious Pentecoft, whenthe holy Ghol de 
icended on them, and taught them all things neceflary both for 
tiemielves, and the whole Ghurch, and gave a compleat Form

fr is very probable, chat in the firft Ages of the Church this 
Reror mighttake its Rife from thefe corrupt and grof, Notions 
of the Jews ; for as the Chriflian Jews, or thote ot that Nation 
who were converted, could not get over the Stumbling block of 
the Law of Mofes, although they had received the Law ot 
Chritt; but keptboth; fo it isnot improbable, that they might 
minilefomeof their Jexifh Notions to the Do&trine ct Chrift 
lefiny like bafe Metal cto pure refined Gold , and we may the 
rather believe ity for chat immediately there fprang up many 
irrors, Schifms, and Herefie; of which this (though nor fo 
dangerous as many of them) migh: be one. 

Cerinthus iscommon'y produced asthe firft Author of this O- 
pinion, butthe Atdennzans unwilling it fhould have no better a 
rarher, derive its Pedigree from Men of muco greater Hone 

v and Credic, fuch as Papizs, Ireneus, JFuflin, Athenagoras, 
nensy Tertullian, LaGfantius, and others of the Ancients. 

\s to Paps, he was Bithop of Hieropolis in Afia, and as moft 
W, Ditciple of Fohn the Evangelift, or of another of that 
Name. Sothat for his Office, aud the Honour of being Scho- 
lar tofone great Mafter, his Perfon and Do@rine met with 
confiderable Credit and Regard, Bucthen he was wont to talk 
of many things which he had learned from unwritten Traditi- 
on, and inftanced in New Parables, New Inftitutions of. Chritt 
not mentioned in the Gofpels, and certain fabulous Stories, a- 
mong which Eufebius reckons his Opinion concerning Chrift's 
Lhoutand Years Reign upon Earth.

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on of his Power. Chrift is faid to come when in fome extraordi- 
nary manner he manifefts his Power. Others interpret it all 
Metaphorically, and underftand it of the Reparation of the 
Martyrs Credit. Others apply and confine it to the Enlarge- 
ment and Profperity of the Reform’d Church, which though 
now lock’'d up in aCornery fhall then be extended all over the 
world. - 

They differ alfoas much about the beginning of this Reign ; 
Some hold it to begin before the Refurreétion, and fome after , 
and to reconcile this difference, have invented a double Refurre- 
Gtion, One of the Martyrs, which chey call the First Refurredfi- 
on; and the other of al! Men, whichthey term the Second. And 
the Millennium, they fay, fhall begin after the former, and be- 
fore the latter, 

Some again look upon the Opinion as barely probable, and 
leave the whole bufinefS to che Event. Orhers would obtrude it 
aa Neceffary Do@rine, and to: haften the Milenmum, would 
have all pretended impious Magiftrates taken out of the way. 
Some confine the place to Paleftine, and others fay it fhall be 
fpread over the whole Earth. Some limit it to 1009 years, o- 
thers are not fo peremptory, but hold, thatthe Length or Dura- 
tion of the Time is known to Godonly. Now feeing the Pa- 
tons of this Midennium cannot agree among themfelyes, it isa 
hrewd prejudice againft their Opinion. ’ 

The chief ftrength of the Opinion muft be placed cither ia 
the Authoricy of the Perfons who firft held it, or/in the Reafons 
that perfwade. If the former, wemay lay in the Ballance, the 
Authority of others, as Wife and Learned, and more in Num- 
ber, who were againtt it. If the latter, we muft then confider 
i they will hold weight. They can have no Reafons but what 
are brought from fome places of Scripture, whichthey may and

King of France, and that if the Princefs, were cutoff, the 
would be the undoubted Heirefs of Englaud, Scotland and Ire- 
land, and would transfer and unite thefe Northern Crowns to 
that of srance, and make the Houle of Valoife dreadful to that 
of Aufiria. She wasfiveand Twenty Years of Age when fhe 
began to Reign, and fomething more, and a Parliament being 
then fitting, fhe was advanced tothe Throne with the confent 
and approbation of all the three Eftates therein Affembled 
(which never happened to any of our Princes befides her) and 
with the incredible Joy of the whole Nation. 


Inthebeginning of her Reign the Nation was filled with Di- 
vidons and Heart-burnings by reafon of the two preceding 
Reignes, Calais newly loft, the Exchequer at the lowelt Ebb, yet 
lor all this, the. fo wifely ordered her Affairs, that fhe got 
through all thefe difficulties, and became the chicf fupport of 

et Friends, and cerrour of her Enemies, and at leagth Arbi- 
tratour of Peace and War to all the Princes of Chriftendom. 


The firft thing the did was prudently to diffemble her Reli- 
gion tia: the mighr not,enrage the Papifts, and give them a 
pretence for Separation, before the had well Eftablithed her felf. 

€ next thing was to promote a Peace abroad, and ftren- 
athen her felf with good Alliance. And to gain time ‘o look

Her tirft Parliament begun the 25th of January, after her 
Coronation ; Her chief defign was to fetrle Religion, which 
was moft in her mind, and fhe had before defigned; It was 
opened by aSpeech ot Lord Keeper Bacon, and the Houfe came 
to a full Refolution, that all the Laws in favour of the Romp 
Relision fhould be Repealed, thé Laws of Edward the V1. eon- 
tirmed, the Mafs abolihhed, Images atid Holy Water takena 
way, and thatthe Liturgy and publick Prayers fhould be in the 
Enelifh Tongue. She reftored the Oath of Supremacy, but 
declined the Word Supreme Head ufed by her Father and her 
Brother, for if the gained her point, fhe was unconcerned for 
the form of Words. Againft’ chis AG@ nine Bifhops and two 
Peers Protefted, viz. The Earl of Shrewsbury, and “Vifcount

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Having ferled the Affairs of the Church, fhe applied her 


mind to the fafety of the Civil State. To this purpofe the 
affed many Ads of Parliament for her own Security, and. the 
good and welfare of her Subjeéts. She brought Money, which 
before was Adulteratedand Mixed, to the old Standard, and 
made it guod Starling. She took care tohave her own Gun- 
powder made in England, which before was fetched in from be- 
yond Sea, She calt great quantities of Brats and Iron Ord- 
nance, having difcovered a plentiful Mine of Copper. at Kef- 
wick in Cumberland. She Fortitied Berwick, repaired all the 
Frontier places towards Scotland, and placed Garrifons of good 
Soldiersiuthem, She provided a great Magazine, and furnith- 
ed her Kingdom with plentiful Stores of Arms, Ammunition, 
and all forts of warlike Provifion, thatfhe might always have 
at hand what was needful. She encreafed her Fleet, and built 
many large men of War ; furnifhed her Naval Stores, and 
encreafed the Wages of her Mariners and Seamen. 


She had many Courtiers in the feveral parts of her life. Ed- 
ward Courtney. Ear] of Devonfhire and Marquefs of Exeter,was the 
firltwho in her younger Years alpired to the Honour of her 
Bed.

The Second Campaign wasby our Succetsful King who was

For example, they tell us, This 
Authour has the confidence tomaintain, that all the works at- 
rributed to Jofephus the Hiftorian of the Jews, were only fuppo- 
fgitious, and father’d on him by fome Impottour. He ailerts the 
famething of the Ancient Apologifis of our Religion, not {par- 
ing (o much asthe books of Origen againit Celfus; And inucedy 
ifwe may believe him, He tells us there is hardly any genuine 
works remaining of any ancient Eeclefatical writers, and that 
the moft of chofe we have under their .Names, were made by 
fome Learned men that lived not above 4, or 509 yearsagoy 
who hada mind either out of vain glory, or pioufly intended 
fraud, tO 1 ppofe upon poflerity; W bich, what a mortal ftroke it 
givesto the whole ttrudture of his own Religion, (it he has any) 
may be ‘een with half an eye; yet fo fond are foe men of their 
own private points of wit and fancy, asthey think them, that as 
fome others will lofe their friends rather than their Jetts, fo will 
thefe facritice not only cheir. own private incerelt but, che pub- 
lick one of the Religion and {tate of which they .are members,, 
and all to maintain o#e pretty new conceit they imagine they have 
found out, which other people, thoas, quickeyed as they could 
never, uor perhaps will ever fee ; for what do ye think Jofe- 
pbus's autority and chat-of the ancieats in general is thus beaten 
down tor,but only to mate room for a Dougbty Geuealogy he thinks 
he hastound out for the family .of that,Deteftable Tyrant Ae, 
rd in fome pretended Medals, which. perhaps againft.all truth 
of Hiftory or tact, were {tamp to the humour and fancy of that 
ctucl but politick prince, ,by his owa order, or that of fome of 
his Court-flarterers 2»The Drs named to review and Examin.
